T CONFUSION WHICH OB- 
scured the free-trade agree- 
ment on automobiles between Can- 
ada and the United States has at 
last - been remdved by Industry Mini- 
ster Drury. It looked better when 
it was confused. : 
Normally, a free trade arrange- 
ment might reasonably be expected 
to benefit the consumer by reducing 
prices. Without tariffs to pay on the 
imported product and with: outside 
competition forcing domestic prices 
lower, the buyer would reap a prov- 
able gain with each purchase. 
“But it may not work that way 
with the. new deal on cars, which 


. Ottawa has approved and which 
, Congress is considering. For Mr. 


Drury now tells us that it is more 
likely that we shall hold the present 
level than that we shall have signifi- 


_ cant price decreases. He is hopeful, 


however, that eventually there may 
be: “some modest price decreases.” 
These will depend on the planned 
revision of manufacturing tech- 
niques with a consequent alteration 
in the cost of production. Ultimately 
there will be equality between Cana- 
dian and American automobile 
prices, but this apparently will be 
fhainly due to an increase in United 
States prices. 


This is a strange “non-benefit” 
to result from a free trade agree- 
ment. Mr. Drury says the real bene- 
fit will not be in concessions to the 
consumer but in an expansion of the 
automobile industry in Canada. This 
will mean more jobs, apparently, but 
since the manufacturing companies 
are largely owned by United States 
capital, the profit benefits will go 
to the American investors. And 
these investors will benefit by 
the approximately $50 millions 
which the government is re- 
linguishing in tariff revenue but 
which is not being passed on to the 
Canadian purchasers. Indeed, the 
latter, with all Canadian taxpayers, 
will have to make up the missing 


‘ national revenue in some other way. 


This arrangement is free trade 
in nothing but name. All the, Cana- 
dian _car-buyer ‘will get out of it, 
according to Mr. Drury, is the hope 
that his car prices will remain much 


‘the same. .-The American buyer 


can look forward only to a gradual- 
ly increasing price which eventually 
may approximate the present high 
Canadian price.

notes. 

In Singapore or Hong Kong, 
amahs form little mutual-aid 
clubs, that constitute one of 
many concentric rings of self- 
protection within the clannish 
Chinese society. On her day 
off, Ah Fu trots down to the. 
“clubhouse,” a rented room in 
Singapore's Chinatown which 
she shares with 16 other 
atnahs, Here they keep most 
of their belongings (if they 
don't trust their employer), 
sleep on a mat when off duty, 
drink tea and exchange gos- 
sip. y 


Fed By Others 


If one of them is out of work 
she lives in this room and is 
fed and financed by the oth- 
“ers—often from “squeeze” ex- 
acted from their masters’ 
larder.

Russian Historians Argue 


The intellectual ferment in 
Russia is known to be much 
livelier than the official pub- 
lications reveal, but there are 


few opportunities of learning . 


what goes on in the private 
debates. 

A document published in 
the, April issue of the Polish 
emigre monthly, Kultura, re- 
ports on such debate, held last 
year-on June 17 and 18 at the 
Historical Institute of the 
Soviet Academy of Sciences. 

The discussion was about 
the draft text of the ninth vol- 
-ume of the “History of the 
U\S.S.R.,” covering the’ years 
from 1933 to 1941. Some non- 
Soviet historians listened to 
this discussion between Rus- 
sians and the report in Kul- 
tura is based, presumably, on 
rough notes taken by one of 
them. It rings true. 


Prison Camps 


Mr. A. P. Korushev, who 
spoke first, raised the issue 
of prison camps. Many pre- 
war_Soviet projects, such as 
the White Sea canal, were con- 
structed by political prison- 
ers, who in general have never 
been “rehabilitated” as cer- 
tain leading party figures 
have been. The speaker 
argued that the official his- 
tory should at least tell how 
much concentration camp 
labor was used in such works.
